We  ordered  our  rings  after  the  first  few  weeks  of  school.  Then  we 
sold  Christmas  cards,  drinks  at  ball  games  and  a  few  other  things,  as 
we  had  to  have  money  for  the  Senior  Party.  In  the  last  of  May  we 
gave  the  Seniors  a  picnic  at  Buckroe  Beach.  Our  officers  this  year:
